The charge is levied as a 
poll tax and the money obtained from 
this .source goc.s to the slate's common 
school fund.

Some of 
these argue that ;i "submerged one- 
third" of the public is disfranchised 
because it is unable to pay poll taxes.

The Franco-British plan for surrender of the 
Sudeten territory was a distinct triumph for Germany. It could have been 
offered to the home folks as one more instance of n great gain made by the 
fearless Fuehrer, the man who could win whole provinces for the empire 
Without firing a shot. 


But Hitler chose neither war no peace. Instead he chose delay. 
The delay solidified anti-Hitler sentiment in the great democracies. It 


gave France and England time, not only to mobilize their war machines, but 
to rally their peoples and clarify their own minds. 


It gave Czechoslovakia, also, time to get its army ready and mass its 


people solidly behind a defiant government. The easy victory Hitler might 
have had a few days ago vanished forever during the interval. 


Furthermore, the delay took the edge off of the bloodless victory that could 


be had without war. For after fuming and ranting for a week, Hitler finally 
goes back and accepts what he was begged to accept in'the beginning. 


Hitler had all the cards in the deck, a week or 10 days ago. It Ls hard to 


avoid the conclusion that he has playedthem like a duffer. _

labor standards act to interstate com- 
merce. 


"The 
administrator in interpreting 


the statute for the purpose of perform- 
ing his administrative duties, should 
properly lean toward a broad inter- 
pretation of the key words, 'engaged 
in commerce or in the production of 
goods for commerce," he said in his 
first 
interpretative bulletin on the 


act which becomes effective October 
24. 


Outlining generally application ol 


the law, Andrews said the statute docs 
not give him any general power lo is- 
uc rulings including industries eilhei 
within or without its scope. Most o 
ie interpretations of the law whic) 
nay be made, he explained, will in- 
icalc only constructions which woulc 


guide him.

25 Cents Hour Minimum 


This summary uf the bulletin was 


prepared by Die office of his general 
lawyer: 
1. The act requires workers engaged in 


commerce or in production of goods 
for commerce to be paid a min- 
imum wage of 25 ccnth an hour be- 
ginning October 24. But. it "be- 
comes an individual mutter as to 
the nature of the employment of 
the particular employe." 
The first category of workers in- 
cluded in the act applies "typically 
but not exclusively" to employes in i

JMMEDIATELY after the abdi- 


cation crisis Was over, regal 


Queen Mary set about restoring 
the badly shaken prestige of the 
British royal family, and she has 
become again one of the busiest 
women in the Empire. Officially 
she has retired, but she Is still as 
much the monarch ns during her 
days of reign. 


Against all recent precedent she 


attended the coronation of George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth more than 
a year ago. and has accompanied 
them on many public occasions 
since. For a time she took them

under her 
guidance and 


coached them for the job they had 
hardly expected to perform.
